There also are laws 
against creating public nui¬ 
sances and health hazards, 
but .so far Jefferson appar¬ 
ently has complied with lo¬ 
cal requirements.

Fire Hazard 
To Curtail 
Forest Use 

Public entry into high fire 
liazard areas of the Angeles 
National Forest will be re¬ 
stricted starting July 1, ac¬ 
cording to R. F. Droege, for¬ 
est supervisor of Pasadena. 

Main areas affected include 
San Antonio, Big and Little 
Dalton, San Gabriel, Big and 
Little Santa Anita, Eaton, 
Arroyo Seco, Big and Little 
'Pujunga, and lx)pez Canyons, 
except for important high¬ 
ways, and portions of trails, 
cabin sites and recreation 
areas. 

DROEGE emphasized (hat 
the closures arc absolutely 
necessary for public safety 
and protection of the water¬ 
sheds because of critical fire 
danger and they will remain 
in effect until fall rains re¬ 
duce the liazard. 

Maps showing the closed 
areas are available at all 
ranger stations and the for¬ 
est supervisor’s office in Pas¬ 
adena. Signs and posters will 
lx; erected at all points of 
common entry into the closed 
areas. 

Tlie forest officer stated 
that trespassers into restrict¬ 
ed areas will be prosecuted 
in Federal court under Regu¬ 
lation 'P-1 of the secretary of 
agriculture. Anyone conduct¬ 
ing necessary business within 
the closed area must have 
secured written permit from 
the district ranger. However, 
no travel permits are need¬ 
ed by the residents traveling 
to and from their homes lo¬ 
cated inside the closed area. 

Droege said that about 
60 per cent of the Angeles 
Forest is still open to public 
use, even during the critical 
part of the fire season, and 
requested all residents and 
visitors to continue the excel¬ 
lent cooperation that makes 
possible the use of valuable 
public watershed lands lor 
recreation and other forest 
uses. 

SPORTSMEN, campers, 
and other forest visitors 
sliould be guided by the fol¬ 
lowing fire prevention regu¬ 
lations: 

Secure a campfire permit, 
issued free at Ranger sta¬ 
tions, before using lire, even 
a gas stove inside a trailer. 
Open fires are prohibited in 
forested areas. Smoke only 
at “smoking areas,” homes 
or campground. Never dis¬ 
card lighted matches or burn¬ 
ing material of any kind. 

Tracer ammunition and 
fireworks of all kinds, includ¬ 
ing cap pistols, are prohibtit- 
ed in the national forest 
areas.

Plans Nearly 
Complete for 
TV Translator 

Plans are nearly complete 
for the erection of a moun¬ 
tain-top translator station 
which would insure f'oothill 
residents of clear reception 
from seven television chan¬ 
nels. 

F. C. Carpenter, an electri¬ 
cal engineer of 421 Grove St., 
said several TV channels 
have authorized the station, 
permission from the FCC is 
fairly routine and there are 
no technical problems involv¬ 
ed. 

THE ONLY big hitch, of 
course, is geeting suffieent 
subscribers to support the 
station, Carpenter explained. 

The station, which would 
bo built on top of Mt. Bliss 
directly behind Monrovia, 
would cost about $50,000 to 
erect and an additional 
$10,000 a year to maintain. 
The station would re-broad¬ 
cast programs over an ultra 
high frequency in a 10-mile 
radius. 

Carpenter’s goal is to got 
2,000 subscribers. This means 
that each subscriber would 
pay $25 initially to build the 
station, and $5 a year for 
continued service. 

In addition, subscribers 
would have to buy—if they 
don’t already have one—a 
UHF receiver which retails 
for about $35, and a bow-tie 
antenna, about $7. 

IT MAY BE possible. Car¬ 
penter said, to establish a 
special tax district wherein 
only subscribers to the serv¬ 
ice would bo assessed. 

This would solve the prob¬ 
lem of tardy payments on the 
part of UHF users. There is

Boost Asked 
For Local 
Phone Rates 

An amendment to Cali¬ 
fornia Water & Telephone 
Ca's. application to increase 
local telephone rates was 
filed late last week when the 
independent utility applied 
to the Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission for an additional 
$9(X),0(X) in annual revenue. 

The amendment brings the 
total requested increase to 
$1,971,000 in additional an¬ 
nual revenues, which would 
mean an increase of 40 cents 
monthly to the four-party 
residential subscriber in this 
area, General Manager Peter 
A. Nenzel said. Individual 
line service would be in¬ 
creased by $1.15 it the ap¬ 
plication is granted. 

Nenzel said the amend¬ 
ment to the application orig¬ 
inally filed in December, 
1956, was made necessary 
because new studies by his 
firm resulted in allocating 
more of the utility’s $50,000,- 
000 in telephone plants to lo¬ 
cal service, and less to long 
distance and multi-message 
unit calls. 

Indicative of the rising 
costs of operation, Nenzel 
stated, is the fact that in 
1956 his company installed 
18,372 telephones at an aver¬ 
age co.st per telephone of 
$451.20. 

During 1958 the general 
manager o.stimates that Cali¬ 
fornia Water & Telephone 
Co. will add 14,805 tele¬ 
phones and that each one 
will cost the company

No Place Like Home 

Norman Vincent Peale. master of the ov’orsimplified, is 
at it again. 

This time, in response to a tearful complaint from a 
housewife that her husband prefers “drinking with the 
boys’’ on Saturday to staying home, Peale advised the 
bride to plan things on Saturday that will keep her spouse 
near the home hearth. 

Tliis prompted a reader to write that perhaps all the 
w’ife needs is a stout chain with w'hich she can tie her hus¬ 
band to a post and “keep him as a pet.” 

» 

ACTUALLY, the problem raised by this somewhat droll 
anecdote is serious and leads to many a divorce. 

From per.sonal ob.servation, it seems obvious that Amer¬ 
ican husbands are the most henpecked of men. Those who 
refuse to nuckle under to the illusionary "picket and white 
fence” routine, as Norman V. Peale suggests all red-blooded 
American men should, face tears, agonizing reappraisals 
and eventually the divorce court. 

At the risk of infuriating several dozen females, I’d like 
to get as trite and obvious as Dr. Peale and suggest that 
perhairs the man also has two legs to stand on. 

To concede a point, it is admitted that the duties of a 
hou-sewife are not nece.ssarily a joy, particularly when sev¬ 
eral young children are romping about the house. Clean¬ 
ing, cooking, changing diapers—alas, what drudgery! 

But the married male of tlie species also has a job. 
Normally he works eight to 10 hours a day without serious 
complaint. He certainly doe.sn’t expect his wife to hold his 
hand while he's firing the boiler or doing the routine and 
frequently mundane tasks required of him as the bread- 


BUT LET the average husband ask for a night out 
“with the boys” or perhaps a little time off to play golf, 
and the tear ducts open. 

No, indeed! The grass needs cutting or the roof leaks 
or the kitchen floor needs scrubbing or, more to the point, 
the wife simply wants her husband's ornamental frame 
around the house. 

Life, she complains, is passing her by. How can she 
Improve herself when, day after day, she faces the ener¬ 
vating routine demanded of a housewife? 

All of which should prompt the male to inquire why 
his wife decided to get married in the first place? 'What, 
for example, is more challenging than directing the lives of 
your own children? 

What is more creative than bearing and rearing chil¬ 
dren? Or managing a household? Or, to be perfectly ego¬ 
tistical, making your husband happy? 

But, no, the romantic notion of marriage as gleaned 
from short stories in the Woman’s Home Companion and 
similar magazines has become embedded firmly in the fe¬ 
male mind. 

WOMEN, THEY are told, are the equal of men (too 
true), and marriage is a romantic idyll of perpetual bliss 
(too false). 

The husband, of course, bears equal re.sponsibility in 
helping to keep his home together, but lately it seems that 
the wife has been upheld as a paragon of virtue, while 
poor Caspar, the male underling; slinks about the house 
with head bowed in shame over his disgraceful behaviour. 

The sooner women realize that their primary function, 
even in this modem age, is to rear children and take care 
of a home, the quicker our scandalous divorce rate will 
diminish. 

News of divorce proceedings involving several friends 
of mine, incidentally, led to this tirade. The Sierra Madre 
News will gladly open its columns to an equally lengthy 
diatribe from the distaff side.—H.W.E.

BACKS RIGHT-TO-WORK 

Dear Sir: 

Since reading your lengthy 
editorial of March 6 on the 
Right-to-Work initiative, I 
have given the matter very 
careful thought and done 
much reading on both sides. 

■you mentioned there are 
dangers to union existence 
In the Right-to-Work law. 
This is true if you limit the 
danger to mismanaged and 
corrupt unions. 

’Tile Right-to-Work propo¬ 
sal originated in California 
with union members dis¬ 
gusted with dictatorial con¬ 
trol of unions who had been 
personally denied redress of 
wrongs, or even a voice be¬ 
fore boss-controlled union 
tribunals. The Citizens Com¬ 
mittee for Democracy in 
Labor Unions is co-ordinated 
by a former labor organizer 
who was disciplined for pro¬ 
testing collusive agreements 
with management against 
the workers’ best interests. 

UNDER PRESENT law, 
with no guarantee of regular 
honest union elections and 
no appeal to a disinterested 
tribunal from the decision of 
boss-operated union trial 
boards, the worker has no 
means of protesting his dis¬ 
satisfaction with the officials 
employed by his union. 

Lacking such guarantee.^, 
it is interesting that union 
men themselves took the 
lead in sponsoring the Right- 
to-Work law which would 
give them the right to pro¬ 
test corruption and boss tyr¬ 
anny which the McClellan 
hearings showed were by no 
means unu.sual. They could 
withdraw from the union as 
a protest and it would be ef¬ 
fective. 

This law is a threat, ad¬ 
mittedly, to Beck-Hoffa-Cross 
type labor bosses and the 
Right-to-Work sponsors are 
proud of it. 

You state that situations 
do exist in trade unions that 
breed corruption and. further, 
that the Right-to-Work law 
would have no effect on 
them. 

Let me point out that Cali¬ 
fornia’s trade unions not en¬ 
gaged in interstate com¬ 
merce are not affected by the 
Federal labor laws. However, 
the Right-to-Work law would 
cover all labor in Caliomia, 
thus bringing relief to the 
now unprotected union mem¬ 
bers. 

THE RIGHT-TO-WORK is 

not a threat to properly man¬ 
aged unions and the records 
show it. ’The Machinists’ 
Union recently reported that 
union member-ship tripled in 
Arkansas betw'een 1950 to 
1955 and Arkansas has had a 
Right-to-Work law since 1947. 
I have had considerable cor¬ 
respondence with my cousin, 
Vernon Lisle, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the State Legislature 
in Iowa, and some eight 
years ago the unions in Iowa 
fought a bitter fight to get 
rid of the Right-to-Work 
laws. ’They were unsuccess¬ 
ful, but since then there has 
been no diminution of union 
strength in Iowa, wages have 
gone consistently up, and the 
prophecies which union lead¬ 
ership made regarding what 
would happen if Right-to- 
Work were allowed to con¬ 
tinue in Iowa have never 
materialized. 

No state which has tried a 
Right-to-Work law has ever 
repealed it by a vote of the 
people, although union 
bosses have financed numer¬ 
ous attempts to repeal. Ne¬ 
vada is a typical example. 
The original initiative 
passed by a scant thousand 


votes. The first repealer at¬ 
tempt passed by two thous¬ 
and votes. The second re¬ 
pealer Initiative lost by al¬ 
most eight thousand margin. 
It improved with experience. 

Nevada, incidentally, has 
an average hourly industrial 
wage of $2.59 under Right- 
to-Work laws, higher than 
California’s $2.35 hourly av¬ 
erage. This certainly refutes 
the argument that this law 
would depress wages. 

Over a 15-year period the 
percentage of union mem¬ 
bers increased at a five per 
cent greater rate in rlght-to- 
work states than in all other 
states combined. Does this 
sound like “wrecked union”? 

In Congressman Joe Holt’s 
twenty-second district 50,(KX) 
replies to a survey showed 
66.7% in favor of the Right- 
to-Work law and the district 
is industrial, the home of 
many union members. 

IN OUR O'WN 21st district, 
Rep. Hiestand sent out a 
questionnaire recently with 
the question, “Do you favor 
the principal of voluntary 
unionism (‘Right-to-Work’)?” 
The results came out as fol¬ 
lows: Yes—73%, No—21%, 
not sure—5%. It would be 
interesting to see the results 
of a survey conducted among 
the readers of your fine pa¬ 
per. 

Finally I think you err in 
two points: (1) That the 
Right-to-Work legislation is 
sponsored by those who are 
opposed to the principle of 
unionism. Nothing in the 
proposed law bears this out. 
(2) Tlie Church opinion is 
solidly opposed to it. The 
fact is, ministers are found 
on both sides of the question. 

Since the law presently 
does not guarantee union 
members redress through 
democratic procedures from 
bosses of the stripe of Hoffa 
and Beck, this proposal is 
extremely important and I 
sincerely hope the voters will 
approve it.

who’s ‘Clean as A Hound’s Tooth?’

THE CASE OF THE ’PAR- 
NISHED PURITAN — Politi¬ 
cians in this town are notori¬ 
ously ungenerou.s. When 
they are hurt, they cry for 
mercy. But when they are 
doing the hurting, they are 
merciless. 

If you think over the list 
of people wlio hav'O been 
hurt in recent years it is im¬ 
pressive and depressing: Dr. 
Edward U. Condon, head of 
the Bureau of Standards; ho 
was hounded out of govern¬ 
ment by Richard Nixon. Dr. 
J. Robert Oppenlieimer’s 
“prosecution” before the 
Atomic Energy Commis.sion 
was handled by Roger Robb, 
now the Washington attor¬ 
ney for Massachusetts mil¬ 
lionaire Bernard Goldfino. 
And Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commissioner Riciiard 
Mack was forced to resign in 
his conflict-of-intere.st case 
by Sherman Adams. 

The friends of all these 
men claimed they were do¬ 
ing no wrong, that they were 
simply helping out "old 
friends” or being given a 
little help now and then by 
these “old friends.” Condon 
and Oppenheimer fought 
back against tiieir tormen¬ 
tors; Mack was a pitiful fig¬ 
ure as he wept on the wit¬ 
ness stand for accepting 
“loans” from litigants in Mi¬ 
ami’s Ch. 10 television ca.se. 

Sherman Adams, who had 
originally approved Mack’s 
appointment to the FCC, 
.showed him no mercy be¬ 
cause Mack had become a 
liability to the Administra¬ 
tion. His acceptance of gifts 
was making a mockery of 
the “clean as a hound’s 
tooth” credo by which we 
were told this new Adminis¬ 
tration lived and worked. 

Your Congressman 


AND NOW we find that 
Adams himself was some¬ 
what less than circumspect 
in his per.sonal relations with 
businessmen who w'ero in 
trouble with the government. 
Like the others, Adams too 
claims he was only lielping 
out an “old friend.” 

The President of the 
United States, no less, has 
vouched for Adams’ personal 
integrity while conceding he 
may have been “imprudent.” 
At his pre.ss conference the 
President w a s alternately 
belligerent and himself 
pleading for mercy. "I need 
him,” he said of Adams. 

No one will argue with tlie 
President on that score; nor 
will I make a final judgment 
on Adams. 

But if the Administration 
expects more tolerance from 
its critics the least the Wliite 
House can do is to .shed tlie 
mantle of .self-righteou.sness 
with which it has encloakcd 
itself since 1952. 

» * » 

THE "REPUBLICAN MINK" 

—It is being said that the 
vicuna coat has become the 
“Republican mink” and that 
Adams’ $2,400 “borrowed” 
rug is this Administration’s 
“deep freeze.” Had Republi¬ 
can critics in 1952 been a 
litllo more generous to tlieir 
opponents, the current furore 
would not be at such a higli 
pitch. 

In the Truman administra¬ 
tion, Gen. Harry Vaughan 
was the President’s right- 
hand man. He .said this 
when called on the carpet: 

“The freezers whicii have 
been discussed were a gift 
from two old friends of mine. 
This gift was an cxpro.ssion 
of friendship and nothing 
more. There is ab.solutely no 


connection between this gift 
and any assistance I have 
given these friends. At no 
lime have I taken action as 
a member of the White 
House staff in exchange for 
a gift or other favors.” 

But the Truman opposition 
refused to accept this expla¬ 
nation.

THE DOUBLE STANDARD 

—History will make its own 
judgment of Sherman 
.\dams. I think it may be a 
harsh judgment, not because 
of the vicuna and the $2,400 
rug. Those are misdemean¬ 
ors. The "higli crimes” in 
which. Adams has had a part 
include “murder” of Hell’s 
Canyon, the conspiracy to 
cic.stroy TVA and the plan to 
give away to private indus¬ 
try the results of billions of 
(iollars worth of atomic en¬ 
ergy researclr paid for by the 
taxpayers. 

But there is still another 
issue involved in tlie current 
controver.sy: Is it over proper 
for federal officials to take 
"gifts” or accept expensive 
favors from people in trouble 
will! (he government? 
Whether it’s Harry Vaughan 
or Sherman Adams I think 
Itie an.swer is, “no.” 

The only way we’ll over 
stop it, though, is to outlaw 
any outside income for any¬ 
one working for the govern¬ 
ment, whether a member of 
Congress or the Executive 
Brandi. Tliey should bo paid 
enough to live on in modest 
comfort. But it’s a privilege 
to work for the government 
of the U.S. To live within 
one’s means is tlie price that 
mii.st he paid for that privl- 
lege.

Deficit Spending Means ‘Soaking the Poor’

SOAK THE P(X)R —When 
wo dump deficit dollars into 
the American economic 
stream by Federal .spending, 
we are undermining our cur¬ 
rency and forcing inflation. 
Therein lies great tragedy 
lor our fixed income people. 
Inflation is invisible taxa¬ 
tion in its most vicous form. 
B y government inflation- 
deficit spending, we are re¬ 
versing the ancient, though 
not nece.s.sarily honorable 
practice of, “.soaking the 
rich” and are embarking on 
a course for-ordained to 
“soak the poor.’’ 

It is ironic that most of 
the advocates of the huge 
spending programs that will 
bring thi.s about claim to be 
working for tlio “little man.” 
Actually, they arc do.stroying 
the “little man,” and are cre¬ 
ating in his place an Ameri¬ 
can peasant class; property- 
less people wlio will never he 
able to accumulate anything 
becau.se of the drain of Gov¬ 
ernment inflation-taxation. 

In the past few days and 
weeks, the press has carried 
numerous reports of com¬ 
ments of many responsible 
private citizens and govern- 
m e n t officials, including 
your congressman, who have 
called attention to the grave 
financial crisis facing our 
nation. Estimates range from 
$3 to $4 billion, in deficit 
spending for fiscal year 1958. 
ending Juno 30th, and from 
$10 to $14 billion for fiscal 
1959. 

Even if the most optimis¬ 
tic of those o.stimates proves 


correct, it will moan hard- 
■ship, if not tragedy, for the 
millions of our citizens who 
live on more or loss fixed in¬ 
comes, by increasing their 
cost of living. 

* • • 

LABOR REFORM LEGIS¬ 
LATION, one of tlie most im¬ 
portant is.suos of our times, 
may or may not he acted 
upon in this Congress. 'The 
House Education and Labor 
Committee has just begun 
hearings on the various bills 
proiKi.sed. If a bill isn’t re¬ 
ported out of the Committee 
very soon, it won’t have a 
chance of passing in this 
session. 

It shall appear before the 
Committee late next week, 
to testify on my bill, H.R. 
10.3.51. 

Labor reform must come, 
and soon, if our free lal)or 
movement is to survive. Di.s- 
closures of corruption in 
.some of our labor unions 
have demoralized rank and 
file union members and the 
general public, and black¬ 
ened the eye of all of labor. 
Unless loopholes in tlie pres¬ 
ent law's are plugged, and 
certain basic changes made, 
racketeering and mi.sman- 
agemont will increase, and 
under the.so circumstances, 
labor is riding for a great 
fall. 

'I'he purpose of labor legis¬ 
lation is lo foster the neces¬ 
sary and desirable orderly 
balance, between manage- 
mont and labor, for tlio 
benefit and protection of 
both phrtios. 

Wc must have legislation 
that will guarantee demo¬ 
cratic procedures in the in¬ 


ternal affairs of unions. No 
such guarantee would be 
worth the paper it's written 
on, unle.ss it is based on the 
.secret ballot, and full voting 
privileges for union mem- 
her.s. 'Fhere must be a speci¬ 
fied term of office for union 
officials, and provisions for 
the removal of officers by 
tlie membership. 

The now labor laws In¬ 
clude every precaution, to 
guarantee the safety of 
Health and Welfare funds, 
and dues money. 

Our working men and 
women must not bo subject¬ 
ed to intimidation and coer¬ 
cion at tile hands of union 
bo.sse.s. Too many cases have 
come to light, in whieii (he 
Constitutional rights of free 
Americans hav<* hf'on vio¬ 
lated by union leadersliip. 

In addition, Ihe new law* 
should safeguard workers 
and tlio communily again.st 
unfair union tactics involv¬ 
ing unlawful picketing and 
tile second.iry boycott. It is 
morally wrong, and .should 
he legally wrong, for a union 
to picket a business to force 
acceptance of the union, 
oven though (ho employees 
themselves have indicated 
no such desire. Tlie interests 
of enterprises and em,ployees 
not involved directly in a la- 
tior di.spute, should he pro¬ 
tected. 

AH of itieso things .should 
lie carefully covered in new 
legislalion and pa.ssed in 
this se.ssion of Congress. I 
am liopoful this will happen. 

It is of paramount impor¬ 
tance to all of U.S, but mo.st 
of all, to the members of la- 
lior unions.
